DOINGS OF CONFERENCE: 


JOINT COMMISSION DISCUSSES IX- 
SHORE FISHERIES. 


Captain Cox Will Urge That Sealers 
te Indemnified if Pelagic Seal- 
ing Be Abolished. 


Quebec, Ang. 31.—Capt. John G. 
«cx, of Victoria, B. C., the official rep | 
resentative © Canadian seal fisher- 
men, arrived in Quebec this morning 
to present the claims of the sealers 
of British Columbia before the Brit- 
ish commissioners, also to act in an 
advisory capacity to the latter. Capt. 
Cox will have a formal interview witb 
the British representatives to-mor- 
row and the question of seal fisheries 
will be taken up by the joint high 
commission on Friday. An impression 
has already gone forth that the von- 
ference will likely agree to suspension 
of peagie sealing and Capt. Cox, on 
behalf of the Canadian sealers, is pre- 
pared to accept such a decision on 
condition that the sealers be indem- 
nified for the loss of capital at present 
actually invested in the industry. 
There are this season fifty-two ves- 
seis owned by British Columbia sealers 
engaged in sealing fishing, having a 
gross registered tonnage ol 3,649 tons. 
Fair estimates place the values of 
these vessels at S200 per gross ton, 
giving a little over $730,000 as the 
amount of capital invested. Capt. 
Cox thinks it would be a hardship and 
zn injustice to wipe out this vested 
interest without a fair indemnity be- 
ing made. If the United States com- 
missioners are willing to give $700,- 
OOO to indemnify the sealers for the 
loss of their investments they can se- 
eure the abolition of pelagic sealing 
without much time spent in discussion 
and this vexed question may be set- 
tied off hand and for all time. It is 
probable, however, that the United 
States will look at it in the light that 
the matter of indemnity is one which 
the two governments should share 
equally, and on some such comprom- 
ise basis the question is not unlikely 
to be settled. At any rate pelagic 
sealing seems probable to be disposed 
of by the conference on Friday and 
an official announcement to that ef- 
fect may be looked for after adjourn- 
ment on that day. It will be the 
first definite fruit of the commission- 
ers’ labors. 

Today the qupstion of the Atlantic 
inshore fisheries, which occupied the 
attention of the commissioners yester- 
day, was again discussed. The subject 
presents a great vagiety of intricate 
features and will probably be again 
the principal item for consideration 
tomorrow, after which it will be drop- 
ped until the reassembling of the con- 
ference. 

Although no intimation has been 
piven out by any of the commission- 
‘TR of the nature of the disposition 
bo far over the fisheries, it is under 
Ktood to have followed very closely the 
footprints of negotiations on the same 
question which took place at Wash- 
ington in SSS. Now, as then, it is un- 
derstood, that Canadian representa- 
tives propose that fishermen of both 
countries shalt have alt the privileges 
enjoyed during the existence of the 
fishery seasons under the treaty of 
Washington of 1871, pending the con- 
sideration of a mutual arrangegnent 
providing for greater freedom of com- 
mercial intercourse between the two 
countries, 


Want Canadian Canals Free. 


Cleveland, O., Sept. 1.—Important 
steps were taken by the Lake Carriers’ 
association for the abolition of tolls on 
Welland and other Canadian canals at 
a meeting held today. A motion was 
adopted to send a committee of the 
Lake Carrricrs’ association to appear 
tefore the high joint commission at 
Quebec and urge that tolls be done 
away with. Harvey D. Goulder, coun- 
sel for the association, will appear be- 
fore the commission. It was thought 
advisable to appoint a committee repre- 
senting each of the principal cities in 
the upper lakes. Besides the backing 
of the Lake Carriers’ association an 
effort will be made to enable the com- 
mittee to take along endoresments of 
jts plan by the various chambers of 
commerce of the cities. This will be 
to show that commercial bodies, inde- 
pendent of the lake interests, are for 
the abolition of tolls. It is said the 
chief opposition will probably come 
from the Canadian Atlantic railway. 


Passenger Rates. 
Washington, Sept. 2.—The interstate 
commerce commission in the Canadian 
Pacific passenger rate case, decided to- 
day that the Canadian Pacific is not en- 
titled to the differential passenger rates 
contended for. 


Official Denial. 

Ottawa, Aug. 30.—Reports emanat- 
ing from United States Pacific coast 
sources have represented that there 
are 3,000 starving United States citi- 
zens between Glenora and Telegraph 
Creek ane Teslin Lake on the Stickine 
route. The Canndian government 
have at the request of the Washing- 
ton authorities, cnused an investiga- 
tion to be made and they are now it 
possession of information show ing 
that there ik no cause for alarm. In- 
stead of there beitig 3.000 people in 
country between the Stickine river 
and Teslin Lake there are not more 
than 1.500, and these are reported to 
be plentifully supplied with food.

France Stupefled. 

London, Aug. 30.—John Moriey, Lib- 
eral member of parliament for Mont- 
rose Burghs, and formerly chief secre-

The Daily Graphic says that Lord, 
Salisbury in 1888 communicated to! 
Emperor William a memorandum | 
showing the tremendous cost of armed 
Europe. Emperor William was so al 
pressed that he privately intimated} 
his intention to summon a disarma- 
ment congress. The semi-official Ger- 
man press ventilated the idea, with! 
the result that so much animosity 
was revealed on the part of France 
that the kaiser abandoned the pro- 
ject. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Times says: “Count Muravieff, the 
Itussian foreign minister, declares 
that the Idea originated entirely with 
Emperor Nicholas. There is much 
scepticism in diplomatic circles as_ to 
any practical results from a_ confer- 
ence, and it is admitted on all sides 
that the circular came as the greatest 
surprise.” 

The Paris correspondent of the 
Times still insists that M. Faure and 
the French ministers knew nothing 
beforehand, and that the czar’s pro- 
posal has plunged the whole official 
world into terrible embarrassment. 
and almost into stupefaction. 

SPANISH OPINION. 

Maarid, Aug. 30.—KE1 Imparcial to- 
day, referring to the Czar’s peace note, 
expresses the belief that his Majesty's 
pronpuncement can hardly come from 
a mere dreamer. It says: “Reflection 
tonvinces us that it was only issued 
efter con-ultation with President 
Faure and Emperor William and __ it 
foreshadows a period of great diplo- 
matic activity.”” In conclusion El Im-| 
percial remarks: “We urge Spain to| 
pay close attention to the matter as, | 
assuredly, Spain is not the power 
least interested in it.” 


GLANDERS IN HORSES. 


Dr. S. J. Thompson, provincial vet- 
erinarian, was shown a paragraph fro n 
an interview in a Winnipeg paper with 
Dr. McEachran to the effect that there 
were only two or three cases of gland- 
ers known amongst horses in the Ter- 
ritories. Dr. Thompson thinks the Do- 
minion inspector must be mistaken, 
for he has personally traced thirty of 
the forty cases of glanders in horses 
which were ordered to be destroyed | 
this season in Manitoba, to the ranches | 
in the Territories. A large number of | 
horses are purchased each year in the | 
Territories for Manitoba farms. It! 
there are signs of discemper in any one | 
of them, it 1s said by the disposer to be | 
acold or other slight ailment. Yet 
the damage has been done, the doctor 
states, where these animals are brought | 
into contact with others, for before | 
many weeks every horse on the farm in | 
affected and the innocent farmer is a 
heavy sufferer. Dr. Thompson | in- 
stanced the case of one veterinarary 
surgeon of the city, who was called to 
the Oxarart ranch, and there ordered 
twenty-five horses to be killed immedi- 
ately as they were badly affected with 
glanders. Twenty-five animals were 
slaughtered for the same reason at Som- 
erset some time ago, every one of which | 
had glanders when they left: their Ter- | 
ritorial home. |

New York, Sept. 2—The heat is 
again insufferable today in this vicin- 
ity.

APPEAL FOR JUSTICE. 


MADAME DREYFUS’ PETITION FOR 


A REVISION OF THE TRIAL. 


She Affirms Her Hushand’s Innocence 
and His Loyalty to 
France. 


Paris. Sept. 5.—Foliowing is the text 


of Madame Dreyfus’ demand to the 
minister of justice for a revision of 
her husband's trial: “I had the honor 
in the month of July to place before 
you a request, in which I askel you 
to exercise the right conferred upon 
you by law, and which ig conferred 
on no one elg2, to transmit to the 
court of cussation for reconsideration

tue innocence of the condemned man, 
quite distinctly and without reference 
to or assistance from all the revela- 
tions of many months past, 
have thrown #o much light upon the 
judicial error of 1894, and which have 
caused such profound emotion and ex- 
citement throughout the country. 
“It is not possible that you, above 
all others, should not be struck by 
the following facts: First, there js 
the examination of the  bordereau, 
which was made at the trial of Janu- 
ary, this year. The results of this ex- 
amination were not communicated to 
my counsel, the council of war refus- 
ing them acces, to it. But I have eer- 
tain information, that conclusions 
drawn from this examination were 
not the same as at the examination 
of 1894. There is also, following this 
exposure, the confession made by one 
of the principal accusers and witnesses 
against my husband at his trial, in 
Which he admits that he 
document; that the minister of war, in 
his speech to the chamber on July 7 
last, declared to be proof positive of 
the guilt of my husband, though it 
was written long after his condemna- 
tion.

KEGULATING YUKON LIQUOR, 


A batch of papersrespecting the Yukon 
liquor regulations show 

(1) Report of Attorney-General Haul- 
tain and Order in Council based thereon 
dated Jan. 11, 1898, reciting in part. that 
‘with respect to the issue of permits for 
the importation of liquor into the north

On. Feb. 2nd the N.W. Govt. recom- 
mended the issue of a personal permit to 
A. G. Willis, but prior to this,on January 
20th, the Administrator, (Judge Richard- 
son) had received a telegram from the 
Secretary of State instructing him to 
issue no permits for the Yukon without 
requisition from the Dept. of Interior ; 
and the Administrator declined toapprove 
the recommendation for Wellis’ permit. 
On Jan. 3lst His Honour had wired Ot- 
tawa asking if the instructions were meant 
to include personal permits, and the an- 
swer frors the Secretary of State was in 
the affirmative. He was to issue no per- 
mits of any kind except on advice from 
Ottawa. 

On 8th Feb. the Interior Dept. notified 
the Territorial Secretary that on the 18th 
January the permit dues had been in- 
creased from 25c. a gal. to 82 a gal. 

On 16th February Mr. Haultain wrote 
the Administrator at length, stating that 
“Under ordinary circumstances the refusal 
“of the Lieut.-Governor or Administrator 
“to accept the advice of his responsible 
* advisers would suggest only one alter- 
“native, but as the refusal in this  in- 
“stance (meaning the refusal to adopt the 
“recommendation of the Willis permit) 
“js based upon instructions from the See- 
“retary of State of Canada, I beg to make 
“the following statement for Your Hon- 
“or’s consideration as well as for the con- 
“sideration of His Excellency the Gover- 
“nor-General in Council, to whom I 
“would ask Your Honor to forward a 
“copy.” Mr. Haultain proceeds to_ state 
the constitutional position of the Execu- 
tive Council of the Territories under the 
Act, quotes the definition of the “North 
West Territories,” ete., etc. The docu- 
ment is a clear presentation. It had been 
forwarded to Ottawa: and was acknow- 
ledzed by Mr. Pope of the office of the 
Secretary of State, on 24th Feb. 

On 22nd February Mr. Smart of the In- 
terior Department asked the Administra- 
tor to issue a personal permit of 15 gall- 
ons to J. H. Brown, stating that he made 
the request on behalf of Mr. Bennet, M.

Early this morning crowds gathered 
about the statue in Trafalgar Square 
of General Charles (Chinese) Gordon 
Some one had placed on the pedestal 
a placard with the inscript:on “Aveng- 
ed at last,” and when the people saw 
it they burst into loud cheering. The 
police made no attempt to remove the 
placard and later in the day similar 
placards were placed on the pedestal. 
all of which were greeted with cheers. 
Throngs of hero worshippers gather- 
ed near the statue this evening and 
there was much enthusiasm displayed, 
whick proves the deep hold General 
Gordon iad on the hearts of the peo- 
ple.

OFFICIAL REPORT. 

London, Sept. 5.—The war office re- 
veivea this evening the following di-<- 
patches dated at Omdurman yester- 
vay from the Sirdar, General Sir Her- 
bert Kitchener. 

“This morning the British and Egyp- 
tian flags were hoisted with due cere- 
mony upon the walls of the Sarai, the 
palace, in Khartoum. All the British 
wounded have left for Abadia in barg- 
os towed by steamers. I saw :hem be- 
fore leaving. They were all doing well 
and comfortably. The cavalry sent in 
pursuit of the Khalifa were compe!led 
to abandon the attempt owing to the 
exhaustion of the horses, but I hawve 
ordered camel squads to continue the 
pursuit.” 

CORRESPONDENT KILLED. 

Loidon, Sept. 5.—The war vorrespon- 
dent of the Daily Telegraph with the 
Angio-Egyptian forces, says: “Khial- 
ifn Abdullah, with his harem, and Os- 
man Digna, his principal general, man- 
aged to eseape, but Abdullal’s banner 
and thousands of prisoners are Jn our 
hancs. It is estimated that 15,000 of 
tie enemy were slain. Our total cas- 
unities were about 500. 

“Besides Col. Rhodes, another corres- 
pondent was slightly wounded. Mr.

THE DERVISH LOSs.

DERVISHES. 


Khallfa Fleeing Towards | 
Kordofan--A Brilliant 
Charge by the Twenty- 
First Lancers. 


Omdurman, opposite Khartoum, on 
the Nile, Nubia, Sept. 2, by camel post 
to Nasri.—The Sirdar, General Sir 
Herbert Kitchener, with the Khali- 
fa’s black standard, captured during 
the battle, entered Omdurman, the 


capital of Mahdism, at 4 o’clock this 
afternoon at the head of the Anglo- 
Egyptian column, after completely 
routing the Dervishes and dealing a 
death blow to Mahdism. Roughly, our 
losses were 200, while thousands of 
the Dervishes were killed or wounded. 

Last night the Anglo Egyptian army 
encamped at Agaisea, eight miles from 
Omdurman. The Dervishes were three 
miles distant. At dawn our cavalry, 
patrolling toward Omdurman, discov- 
ered the enemy advancing to attack 
in battle array, chanting war songs. 
Their front consisted of infantry and 
cavalry, stretched out for three or 
four miles. Countless banners fluttered 
over thelr masses and the copper and 


brass drums_resounded through 
the ranks of the 6avage war- 
riors, who advanced unwaveringly, 


with all their old time ardor. At 7.30 
a. m. the enemy crowded the ridges 
above the camp, and advanced sstead- 
ily in Aghting formation. At 7.40 
our artillery opened fire, which was 
answered by the Dervirh riflemen. 
Their attack developed on our left, 
and, in accordance with their tradi- 
tional! tactics, they swept down the 
hillside with the design of rushing our 
flank. But the withering fire main- 
tained for fifteen minutes by all of our 
line frustrated the attempt, and the 
Dervishes balked, swept toward our 
centre, upon which they concentrated 
a fierce attack. A large force of 
horsemen trying to face a continuous 
hail of bullets from the Cameron High- 
landers, the Lincolnshire, and the 
Soudanese, was literally swept away, 


leading to the withdrawal of the en- 
tire body, with their dead strewn on 
the fields. 

The bravery of the Dervishes can 
hardly be overstated. Those who 
carried the flags struggled to within 
aw few hundred yards of our fighting 
line. while the mountel emirs abso- 
lutely threw their lives away in bold 
charges. 

When the ®ervishes withdrew be- 
hind the ridge in front of their camp. 
the whole foree marched toward Om- 
durman. As our troops surmounted 
the creat adjo.ning the Nile the Sou- 
Janes, on our rigtit, came into con- 
tact with the enemy, who had __ re- 
formed, under cover of a rocky emin- 
ence and massed beneath the black 
standard of the Khalifa in order to 
make a supreme effort to retrieve the 
fortuncs of the day. A mass 15,000 
strong bore down on the Soudanese. 
General Kitchener swung around the 
centre and left of the Soudaneze and 
seized the rocky eminence, and the 
Egyptians, hitherto held in reserve, 
joined the firing line in ten minutes, 
and before the Dervishes could drive 
their attack home. The flower of the 
Khalifa’s army was caught in a de- 
pression, and within a zone of with- 
ering cross fire, from three brigades, 
with the attendant artillery. The de- 
voted Mahdists strove heroically to 
make headway, but every rush was 
stopped, while their main body was 
literally mown down by a _ sustained 
deadly cross fire. Defiantly the Der- 
vishes planted their standards and 
died beside them. Their dense mas e; 
gradually melted to companies, and 
the companies to drib‘ets beneath the 
leaden hail. Finaliy they broke and 
fled, leaving the field white with Jib- 
bah-clad vorpses, like a snow drift 
dotted meadow. 


At 11.15 the Sirdar ordered an ad-
